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PROVIDENCE METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH

A brief history of the first Methodist Episcopal Church built in 
Lincoln County, Tennessee, 

In 1828 the Lincoln Circuit was organized of which the Lincoln 
Methodist Society was a part. 

When a small group of pioneers came into this section of the 
vanishing wilderness and heavy caneorake, they were quick to or- 
ganize religious societies, : 

The recorés in the Register's office, in Fayetteville, LCT 
show that the first church house built for the Methodist Society in 
the county, was named Providence, 

This was a small log structure, built on land granted to sq. 
Matthew Buchanan of Virginia, by i.C., in the year 1794, Andrew 
Buchanan, son of Matthew Suchanan, settled on this land grant in 
the year 1828, Within the same year Andrew Buchanan, contractor 
and planter, with the aid of his slaves, erected his two story log 
home, and a small .log church house. 

The church house was built on an acre of ground, more or less, 
and was deeded by Buchanan to the Methodist Society, to have and 
to hold, so long as the building was used for church purposes. This 
land grant was about three miles north east of the village of Fay- 
etteville. The land grant was a part of the Great Bend, known as 
the Cherokee Indian tappy Hunting Ground, a part of the Cherokee 
Nation, For anumber of years many Cherokee Indians remained in 
this part of the county, attended churches of the immigrants and 
became Missionaries to their own people. Prominent among these 
were Turtle Field and Young ‘Jolfe, : 

In early 1851 this primitive building, with its crude split- 
log benches, string-grease lamps, homemade tallow candles and pio- 
neer furnishings was destroyed by wind. . 

Through the efforts of Mary and Margaret suchanan, daughters of 
Andrew Buchanan, the church was immediately replaced by a small 
frame building and renamed, New Providence, The records show that 
usage soon reverted the name to Providence and it so remained, 

With the influx of immigrants into this: part of Tennessee it 
soon became necessary to double the capacity of this second build- 
ing. The third building was a typical rural church house of that 
day, and was built by the community. The house was plain but strong 
and of first-class material, weatherboarded outside, sealed and well- 
finished inside, painted white and always kept in good condition. 

Furnished with solid walnut benches and table, a solid walnut 
pulpit on which rested the 3ig Church Bible, from which the beloved 
Circuit Riders read the scriptures, it was considered the finest 
Meeting House. A chandelier was hung from the center ceiling 
with additional kerosene (reflector coal-oil ) lamps attached to the 
four walls, it was thought to be the ultimate in lighting arrange- 
ment and extremely adequate for all time. ‘ 

The Fayetteville Circuit was cut off from the Lincoln Circuit 
at the Annual Conference in 1850, and Providence was attached to 
the Fayetteville Cireuvit. 

Appointments for the year 1850 were at the following places: 
Providence, Union Springs (Later Union Camp Ground), Sulphur Springs 
Beach Grove, Lacedonia, Reece's, New Canaan, Texas, Prospect, Asbury,
